Otherwiſe, though with ſome of theſe 
conditions he may perhaps attain com- 
mendation 3 yet without them all he

But if the Credit of all Men whatſo- 
ever be, and ought to be ſo well guarded 
both by Nature, Law, and Diſcretion, 
the Clergy certainly of all others ought to 
be kept and preſerv'd ſacred in their Repu- 
tation. For they being Men of the ſame 
Spirit with others, and no le(s ſubject to 
Humane Paihons, but confined within 
the regularity of their Function 3 It is 
indeed. unmanly, whatſoever ſcuffle others 
may make among, themſelves, to-vilifie or 
treat them with thoſe affronts which no- 
thing but the rc{pe&t of Decency or Con- 
ſcience could hinder them from reſenting 
as well as others. But ( which 1s more 
conſiderable ) whoever too ſhall fx upon 
themanill report, do's thereby fruſtrate 
the very cffcct of their Miniſtry in pro- 
portion. For though Baptiſm 1s not to 
hevacated by the contrary intention of 
him that officiates, yet few Men will or 
can be perſwaded by his Doctrinc, ;whole 
praGtice chey conceive to be oppotite.

But on tne contrary it hap- 
pens not {eIdom that this neceſſary duty 
C which is ſo great a part of true Eccle- 
fiaftical Polity ) is not only neglected, 
but that perſons fo dangerous are rather 
incouraged by their Superiors , and he 
that, upon their omiſhon, ſhall but ſingle 
out one of them, yet ſhall be expoſed to 
the general out-cry of the Faculty, and 
be purſued with Bell, Book, and Candle, 
as a declared and publick enemy of the 
Clergy.

whence after he has applyed his match, he 
nay {olace himſelt with the miſchict : or 
though it be not ſo deſigned, yet the 
effect is not more prcbably to ſtop a flame 
than to propagate it, and inſtead of pre- 
ferving, to ſubvert and blow up the Go- 
verniment : Whereas if Men were obliged 
to leave that anonymous and fſculking 
method both of Writing and Licenſing, 
they would certainly grow more careful 
what opinions they vented, what expreſ- 
trons they uſed, and we might have miſs d 
many books that have- of late come out by 
the fame authority, contrary to all good 
manners, and even to the Dodrine of 
our Church under which they take pro- 
tection. Had there been no other cauſe 
_ but this, it might haveuf- 
pref 3, gp , ficed, and when Eceleſiaſti» 
the Author of cal Politie march'd Inoognt- 
the Friendly to, and Theology went ON 
Pebate ve care= mumMming, it Was no le(s

And 
had not Mr. Killegrew foreſeen that they

But I perceive ſince that men 

of his parts can arrive at thoſe perfections 
fitting. but in their Cloſets and over- 
hearing the Water-men which others aftex 
long Voyages and obſervation neither 
would nor could ever attain to. Then 
the Arrogance which runs through all his 
Books is inſupportable, boaſting proudly 
of himſelf, vihfying and ceuſuring others 
to ſuch a degree, that as I never heard 
any thing equal, ſo neither any thing like 
it but the Mountebanks abroad, who. after 
a deal of Scaffold Pageantry to draw-audiy 
ence, entertain them by dccrying all others 
with. a Panegyrick of their own Balſam: 
There is ſcarce anyfſort and rank of men 
ancient or modern, ſcarce any. particular 
perſon, .though of the moſt eſtabliſhed and 
jutt , reputation, but he: does. if he meet 
ther not hale them into. his way to: invey 
agalnit

againſt them and trample upon them» 
nay even ſ{uch as have but a Book, or two» 
or three bctore ( perhaps a page, perhaps 
aline) been happy in his good opinion. 
And this he does for the moſt part in the 
moſt bitter manner that is poſfible:” I 
know not whether I may properly call it 
Satyricalz but let it go fo for once, for 
what he wants in wit he ſupplies however 
in good will, and where the Concelt ts 
dehcient, he makes it out always with 
rating. He fcarce ever openshis mouth, 
but that he may Bite, nor Bites, but that 
from the Yeficles of his Gums he may im- 
fuſe a Venom. Had he-been but inno- 
cently dull, he might have been fare no 
man wonld have medled with him : But 
when there was nv end of his buttering 
one Book upon another, and he {till wric 
worſe and worſe, with tel vigour always, 
but more virulence, that perpetual gra- 
ting did indeed ft my tecth on edge, and 
| thought that even the moſt candid 
Readers would out of their equity not 
take it amiſs, it atlaſthe did by hear- 
ing ill himſelf, loſe part of that pleaſure 
which hehad ſo frequently taken intra- 
ducing and ſpeaking hitherto ill-of others.

one that is an open Piratc of other mens 
Credit : and I remember within our time 
one Simons, who rob'd always upon the 
Bricolle, that is to ſay, never interrup- 
ted the Paſſengers, bur fill ſet upon the 
Thieve, themſelves, after that, like Sir 
Fohn Falftaſſ they were gorged with a 
booty 3 and by this way, fo ingenious, 
that it was ſcarce criminal, he lived fe- 
cure and unmoleſted all his days, with the 
reputation of a Judge rather than | an 
High-way man. 


But my greateſt incentive was, as I 


told him in my former Pamphlet, the 
perniciouſneſs of the whole defign of his 
Books 3 tending, in my opinion, to the 
diſturbance of alt Government, the mif- 
repreſenting, of the generous and prudent 
Counſets of His Majeſty, and raifing a 
mifintelligence betwixt Him and His 
People 3 . beſides his calumniating the 
whole foraign Proteſtancy, his ftirring up 
of perſecution againſt thoſe at home, and 
his mangling even of Religion it {elf and 
Chriſtianity: And to this purpoſe he 
{uitcd befitting principles, and to thoſe a 
Language as harmonious : ſeeming to 
have forgot. not only all Scripture rules, 
but even all Scripture expreſſions 3 .unlefs 
Where

where he cither diſtorts them to his own 
interpretation, or attempts to make them 
ridiculous toothersz Inſomuch, that, of 
all the Books that ever I read, I muſt 
necds ſay I never ſaw a Divine guilty of ſo 
much ribaldry and prophanencts. Which 
though it was a matter of ſuchDecen- 
cy to his undertaking, that I account 1t 
to have been even Neceſſary, yet in the 
whole Ilook'd upon as fo uncanonical and 
impious, that it would bear an higher 
and more deſerved accuſation then that of 
Onias the Son of Simeon the Juſt, tor of- 
hciating in a Womans Zone inſtead of the 
Prieltly girdlc, and for the ſacred Pectoral 
wearing his Miltreſſles Stomacher. I muſt 
confc(s that when all theſe things centred 
together upon my imagination, and I ſaw 
that none of his Superiors offer'd to inter- 
poſe againſt an evil fo great in it ſelf, and 
. as to me appear'd fo publick in the conſc- 
quence and miſchief, I could hold no 
longer, and I, though the moſt unfht of 
many, aſſumed upon him the 'Priviledge 
Cif any ſuch Priviledge there be ) of an 
Engliſh Zelote. # 
Otherwiſe I indecd look'd upon him, 
whoſoever he were, as a perſon in parts 
much my Supcrior, until the Cauſe as he 
took 
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took and handled it, had depreſs'd aud 
levelld his underſtanding : neither could 
L ever diſcover before ſuch an exuberance 
in mine own, either abilitics, which I am 
{enlible how mean, or yet in my inclina- 
tion, that ſhould tempt me from that 
modeſt retiredneſs to which I had all my 
life time hitherto been addited. And 
truly after I had written, I had fo ſlender 
an opinion of mine own performance.,that 
1 can attribute the acceptance which it 
found only to his favour, who had fo han- 
dlcd the matt er, that nothing could have 
come out at that time againſt him but 
mult be aſſured of welcom. Arid that 
among the other more weighty cauſcs by 
reaſon of his unſpeakable arrogance be- 
fore-mentioned : a Vice ſo generally odi- 
ous, that to repreſs it, is no leſs gratetul 
ſo that Lwcretius might better have ſaid 
that to be — hominum” dioumq, v0- 
Inptas 3 there being, ſcarce any ſpectacle 
more pleaſing to God and Man then to 
{ee the proud humbled. But could I have 
imagined that my. Book could have had 
either fo good or fo il] a reception as it 
diverſly met with, Ihaveſo much reſpe& 
to thoſe whom he calls the vulgar, and to 
whom he bids always Univerſal _ 
an 
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and ' dehance as a rout of 
pak _ Wolves and Tigres, Apes and 
and 35 Baboous, that I ſhould how- 

ever have beftow'd more pains 
- vpon it, I know not whether with better 
Caccels. Yet theerrours of that not be- 
ing now revocable but by asking pardon 
of whoſoever may have innocently ml- 
ftaken my Book, and declaring, which I 
do, that it. any thing therein do tend to 
the diſparagement of the Church of Ez- 
gland,] wiſh it unſaid as it was unthought, 
and do hereby utterly diſclaim it 3 I took 
it to be part of my gratitude to go no 
more to Sca, having been ſufficiently toſs'd 
for one man upon the billows of applauſe 
and obloquy to put me in mind of a Ship- 
wrack, which when the waves go high, 
may either way happen. And as to the 
Anthor of the Eccleſiaſtical Polity himſelf, 
whole perſon I was ſo far ipnorant of, that 
I could ouly take aim at his errours, and 
much leſs could intend any -other of that 
function, but thoſe few who might aſſume 
to-themſelves his Character I found ne- 
vertheleſs after the writing, of that Book, 
that natural relenting of mind which moft 
men fcel after they have done an harſh, 
though neceſſary action. Rn 

a 
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had it becu in my power to have ſet him 
right again in mens opinions, as 1t:was 
in his to have {ct himſelf wrong, I ſhould 
have certainly done it. But for that, he 
and every one elſe may pleaſe to believes 
they ſhall ſee occaſion. But this however 
muſt beevident which follows. 

Whereas I had in that Book, as 1s in 
that ſtile uſual, intermixed things appa- 
rently fabulous, with others probably 
true, and that partly out of my uncer- 
tainty of the Author, and partly that if 
he pleas'd he might continue {0 3, it ſeems 
however that I chancced to come {o near 
his Form, that it ſtarted him, and: he 
thought fit to diſcover himfelt. Here- 
upon, and having underſtood what he 
was about, Ithought it my duty, if poſ- 
{ible, to break off this ruder intercourſe 
forthe future, and reduce the matter un» 
to a more manly way of argument, 1 
therefore took care:to advertiſe him that 
I heard from ſeveral hands, That it inthe 
anſwer intended there were auy unjuſt and 
perſonal refledtions, it would tend much 
to the diſreputationof himſelf, and ſome 
perſons whamhe moſk eſteemed, and that 
there was preparation made to-that pur- 
poſe, Upon this he ſent me word, That 


if 
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if any Anſwer were intended, 'twas more 
then he was acquainted with, or would con- 
cern himſelf about , and aſſured me, my 
private reputation, nor no mans elſe, ſhould 
ever be injur'd in publick, by his conſent. 1 
do not by quoting this anſwer of his pre- 
tend to ſue his Word,. to which he is no 
more a Slave than to the Venetian Galleys 
( ſuch men being at liberty to comment 
upon tHeir own as well as other Texts at 
at their pleaſure ) Nevertheleſs before 
this, and at that preſent time as well as 
ever {ince, I underſiood that he had {ent 
out a general $79#z5 thorow his own Pro- 
vince and the other, co make Inquiſition 
concerning me. He voiced my Book all 
over as a moſt pernicious Engine bent 
againſt che whole body of the Clergy. 

And upon that pretence he ſummoned in 
all that ow'd fuit and ſervice to his Court, 

or the Church of Exgland. The whole 
Poſſe Archidiaconatus was raiſed to repreſs 
me, and great riding there was;” and 
ſending polt every way. to pick out the 
ableſt Ecclefiaſtical Droles to prepare an 
Anſwer. Some came in daily as Volun- 
tiers, and others were more mercenary. 

For certainly there was never ſuch an 
Mhbbub naade about a forry Book and, 
lance 
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fince the day of Bartholomew. there has 
not appear'd fo great an expectation of an 
univerſal Donative. Some one flatter'd 
himſelt with beingat leaft a Surrogate 3 
another was ſo modeſt as to ſet up with 
being but a Paritor 3 while the moſt gene- 
rous hoped only to be graciouſly ſmiled 
upon, and well treated at a Dinner : But 
the more hungry. ſrarvelings generally 
look'd upon it as an immediate Gall to'a 
Benefice, and he that could but write an 
Anſwer, whatſoever it were, took it for 
the moſt dexterous cheap, and legal way 
of Simony. So that', as is ufual npor! 
thoſe occaſions, ' there zroſe no ſmall com- 
petition and nintiny among the Preten- 
ders-3 and, -it being impottibie to fatishe 


them all, many an one departed with: a 


fad heart and dejected countenance, whery 
their Anſwers would not pals” muſter: 
For it was not every Book that could 
now beadinitted. *T'was required upon: 
this occation to gain a Licenſe, that there 
ſhould be ſome Wit more than ordinary, 
which moſt of them could not be at the 
expence of z {ome meaſure of Impudence, 
which few of them would pretend 'to 
andabove all-ſuch a proportion of Falſc- 
hood as might alone haye ſupply'd the 
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other defeats, and made their Books cur- 
xent 3 but ſcarce any of them would do 
it out of good: Conſcience, For that-.in- 
deed was now the principal buſineſs, and: 
the only argument: that, as he had handled: 
it, remain'd; to this Cauſe - and therefore 
the Auther, of: the Eccleſiaſtical Polity had 
alter'd:his lodgings to a Calumny Ofhce, 
and-kept open chamber for all comers that 
he might be ſupplyed: himſelf, or ſupply 
others as there was occaſion, But, though 
he had been a. little choice at firft, the in- 


- formations came in ſo flenderly,, that he 


was glad:to make uſe of any thing rather 
than-ſit out, and there was at- laſt no- 


thing ſo flight but it grew material, nh- 


thing ſo falſe but he reſolved. it ſhould; go 
for truth, and whatwanted in-matter: he 
would make out with invention and ar- 
tifice, So that he and his remaining 
Camrades ſeem'd to have {et up a Glafs- 
houſe, the Model of which he had ob- 
Erved from the height of his window: in 
the Neighbourhood, and: the Art he had 
been initiated: into ever ſince from the 
Manufacture. ( he will criticize becauſe 
uot Oritacture,) of: Saape bubbles, he ime 
proved by -degrees:to the. myſtery; of ma- 
king Gleſs-drops, and: thence in running 
179 leaps

leaps mounted by thele virtues to be Fcl- 
low of the Royal Society, Doctor of Di- 
vinity, Parſon, Prebend, and Arch-dea- 
con. The Furnace was ſo hot of it ſelf; 
that there needed no coals, much leſs any 
one to blow them. Oneburnt the Weed, 
another calcined the Flint, a third melted 
down that mixture; but -he himſelf 
raſhion'd all with his breath, and poliſhed 
with his ſtile, till out of a meer jelly of 
Sand and Aſhes, he had furniſh'd a whole 
Cupboard of things ſo brittle and inco- 
berent, that the leaſt tuuch wonld break 
themagain in pieces, fo tranſparent that 
cvery-man might fee thorow them. 

In the mean time ſuch care was uſed, 
that the Liccnſe of my Book was recall'd, 
and the Rehearſal Tranſproſed was dubb'd 
a Theologicel Book, only to bring 1t uns 
der the verge of that -Jurisdiction, on 
purpole that it might be poohibited. - It 
hath indeed beed uſual todegradea Prieſt, 
or ſcrape a ſhaven crown to deface his 
character before he were deliver*d over 
to ſecular juſtice;, But: this was a ſtrange 
and ccontrary to method to force a'poor 
Book into Holy Orders, that'ſo'it might 
be ſubjected tocenſure and: execution by 
the ordinary, This was an honour which 
C2 to 
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to my knowledge the poor Book neither 
affected nor deſerved ; though indeed: it 
might havedeſerved it as well as the Pre- 
face to Biſhop Brambhall, which occafion'd 
its Writing, and that *tis true came out 
in ſtate under the Title of a Theological 
Book in the Printed Catologue of thac 
year, as ſeveral others do of the ſame na- 
ture. When he had thus provided that 
my Book ſhould not ſpeak for it ſelf, and 
moreover uſed means, which having pro- 
ved incftectual I ſhall not particularize, 
to-obſtruct me from liberty of ever vindi- 

ating it for the future; it ſeem'd to him 
Fe moſt tavourable ſcafon that ever 'was 
Or could have been invented to keep his 
promiſe, and to publiſh his Anſwers to 
preferve my private reputation. For one 
Anſwer would not ſiffice but therefore, 


to fit his ware for the purſe and fancies of | 


all Chapmen, and to ingratiate not only 
the Book-ſellers but the Pedlers 3 he order'd 
the matter ſo and digeſied it-into ſeveral 
Volumes, that a man might buy a Groat, 
Stx pence, a Shilling, Eighteen pence, 
Half a Crown, or Five Shillings-worth 
of Theological Wit and Verity, as he ſaw 
occaſion. The reſt iſſued promiſcuouſly 3 
only before that which was to bear his 

F ; own 
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own-character.and the other which was to 
be cal! 'd Hicringills were divulged, he pro» 
curcd that I thould be asked by good Au- 
taority waether the Rehearſal Ty anſpros d 
were 'of my doing, which I under my 
hand - avowed. By this means he had 
gained however three points, as he ima- 
pincd. The firſt, that he ſhould thereby 
ave ſorne months time more to mature 
two fuch excellent pieces, which he in- 
tended as the Hercxles Pillars, and Ne- 
pluc-ultras of the Reaſon, Wit, Sobricty, 
Good-breeding. and Orthodoxy of the 
Clergy of the Church'of Erglaud. The 
next that he ſhould now be able to take 
ſuch certain aim at -me, that he might 
every ſhot. he made, - hit mc in the cye,, or 
at leaſt (for 1 have todo with a very- cri- 
tical AO VEENrY ) in its Cavity, for I ſup- 
poſe his firſt arrow muſt have ſtruck the 
eye out. And the laſt doubtleſs, that 
having let me know that be would ot cox 
cert bimſelf, and-aſſured me that my private 
reputation, nor any mans elſe ſhould ever by 
him be injired in publick, he might, now 
be underliood I was the profefſed Author, 
give by theſe Books fo ample tettimonial 
of his own. Veracity. Though,tor ſome 
other reaſons belide this laſt I rather con- 
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ceive it might have been more expedient 


for him not to have been ſo inquiſitive. of 


the Author, or at leaſt after he had learnt 
it not to have taken that notice of me. 
Not that I aſſume to my {elf any of thoſe 
lineaments wherewith he deſcribes me ; 
but however after I had owned the Re- 
bearſal Tranſprord, whatfocver in cither 
of his Books he refle&s upon the Author, 


he muſt acknowledye as laid by himlelf of 


me, and directed to me. At hft when 
all other clancular contrivance againſt me 
had failed hin), theſe two Beoks alſo 
which he had kept in reſerve, were in ſome 


haſt Printed off; his day of Marriage 


too drawing faſt on, which he intended 
to calender by a vidtory, and would per- 
haps have been deferr'd longer by the 
Friends , had he not firft frgnaliz'd his 
proweſs, So that now there were no [cſs 
than half a dozen Anſwers out againſt me 
(not to mention feveral other Pamphlets 
wherein the Authors or Book-ſellers by 
drawing in but by head and ſhoulders one 
line perhaps concerning the Rehearſal 
Tranſprofd, or by only naming it hoped 
toprocure vent or better their livelyhood) 
He had thus got a S ixieſme du valet in his 
hand already, and if he can but ſhow rhree 
Ore 
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*rore'of the ſame Honour to make a Prna- 
7772, lam repiqued inevitably and ſpoyFd 
tor a Gamiſter by a Dignitary much 'Supe= 
Fſorto hith of Lizcoln., There were no 
15 than fix Scaranameczos together upon 
the Stape, afl of them the ſame gravity 
and behaviour, the ſahie tone, the fame 
habit, that it was impoſhble to diſcern 
which was the Azthor of the Fccleſiaftical 
Polity, Tbelieveheimitated the Wildom 
of ſore other Princes, who have ſforne- 
times been perfwaded by their Servanrs to 
diſguiſe ſeveral others in the Regal garb, 
that the enemy might not know 1D the 
battel whorh to fmgte. But for tny part 
though 1 know that ſeveral Gentlemen, 
afd ſorne of them Divines, are comtnonly 
named as the Authors of thoſe Books, yet 
they are perſons forthe moſt part of tore 
Candor, Learning, and good Judgment 
than that I ſhould ſuſpeCt the trath of it, 
or that they could poflibly defcend to fo 
mean and contrary an undertaking. And 
even that Gregory Greybeard, which alone 
of all the {ix pretends to a Father, and to 
be writ by one that hath not only a Sir- 
name, but a Chriften-narne alſo, it ſounds 
ſo ſtrangely and unlike the. name of any 
humane creatures that rather: than. fo, it 
G4 ſ{cems 
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it ſeems to mea word of Cipher, like the 
Smeltymanu tormerly of the Presbyteri- 
ans, and fo Eicringill to denote the Club 
of this” whole party. Bug it is more 
probably by muci the ifſue of the very ſame 
Author of the Fcecleſiaftical Polity.” If it 
thould be any other, *tiza thing more re- 
markable than what 1s reported of the 
two learncd brothers of. St. Marthe, who 
being Twins, and lizing to agreat age, 
wcre ſo like one another, that they were 
not to bedittinguiſh'd, but that one wore 
a Plain-band, and the other a Ruff: nay, 
their minds had no leſs fimilitude, inſo- 
much that, having with-drawn all day 
to ttudy at any time on the ſame ſubject, 
when they come to. compare at night they 
thould find that they had light for the 
molt part upon the ſame conceptions. For 
he that ſhall read the Reproof to the Re- 
bearſal Tranſpros'd, and then this Hicrin- 
gill, will ditcern fo little difference in their 
expreſſions, humour and thoughts ( ſuch 
as no man elfe could have hit upon) as 
he muſt neceſſarily infer and conclude that 
they are the works of one and the ſame 


Artihcer, and ſo much can prove; that, 


if any one were not of his penning, yet 


all of them paſs'd under his: Inſpection,

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Approbation, or Licenſe, So that upon: 
pcrufſal of all thoſe Books that have ap- 
pcarcd in ſo many ſeveral ſhapes againfi 
me, hit Roſemary and Bayes, then the 
Common Places, next the Tranſpreſer Re- 
hearsd, fourthly S'too him Bays, after- 
wards the Reproof, and in tine, Gregory 
Gray-beard;. I tind plainly that *tis but the 
ſame Ghoſt that hath haunted me in theſe 
differing Dreſſes and Vehicle. Inſomuch. 
that upon-conſfideration of {o various an 
identity, methinks after ſo many years 
begin to underſtand Doctor Donn's Pro- 
gre(s of the Soul, which paſs'd through. 
no, fewer revolutions; and had hitherto 
puzzled all its Readers. |

4nd beſides, ſhould the Author of the Ec- 
clefiaftical Politie deſcend from that Line, 
it would make too great a Sofecifm in his 
Scutcheon. There was allo in the latter 
end of Queen Flizaberh, and beginning 
of King, James, one Robert Parker, the 
Author of another kind gf Feelefiaftical 
Polity, ' a Learned, "Bat ſevere Non-con- 
formiſt, who writ alſo the book de Cynce, 
for which he was forced to crofs the _ 
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But neither can I find him to come with- 
in the.proportion of time or Scale of his 
Genealogy. Therctore to come nearcr, 
L find in the Reign of the late King Charles 
one Humphrey Parker, Yeoman, who to- 
gcther with Mr. Chancey, for oppoſing 
the Rails about the Communion Table at 
Ware, was ſentenced to make a ſolemn 
{ubmithton and acknowledgment of his 
fault, as he did accordingly. There are 
{cveral Arguments. that might incline. me.

ſeat. of the Anſwerers Family. But that 
which ſeems to come neareſt home to him 
and the Chronology of his Grandfather, 
IS in the year 1640. ina Petitionfromthe 
City of Loxdoz and ſeveral :Countics. to 
the then Parliament 3. complaining among 
other things of Martin Parkers Ballads, in 
diſgrace of Religion, to the increaſe of all 
vice, and withdrawing of People from 
reading, ſtudying and hearing the Word 
of God and other gaod Books.  *'Tis not 
at all unlikely that this, as an hereditary 
provocation, hath ſtuck upon him evec 
| fance,. 
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{ince, and that he {wore at the Altar when 
he was but nine years old, to be avenged 
tor this affront to his lineage. We {ce 
often that the fignature of the Grand- 
father revives upon the child, and, as bome 
Rivers diving for a while under ground, 
makes a Bridge of the Parents to ſpring 
up apain at that interval, Hence doubt- 
tels hath proceeded all his peck againft the 
Non-conformiſts 3 hence that unquench- 
able Nemeſis againlt the City 3 hence it 1s 
that he hath taken upon him to defend in 
groſs at this time the whole maſs of enor- 
mities, right or wrong, then complained 
of in that Petition: all this miſchief for 
a Ballad-makers ſake of the kindred, The 
Duke of Myſcovy indeed declared War 
againſt Poland, becauſe he and his Nation 
had been vilitied by a Poliſh Poet : but the 
Anthor of the Eccleſiaſtical Polity would 'ic 
Gcms., diiturb the peace of Chriſtendom 
for the good old caufe of a ſuperannuated 
Chanter of Saffron*hill and Pye-Corner., 
But though indeed hedoth not write his 
Books in the Smithfield Mecetre, yet they 
arc all Blank Ballad, and the ſubject and 
conſequence to the difexagc fl: Religion, the 
increaſe of all Vice, andiwishrtlcawang people 
from reading, ſtudying, and bearing the 
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Word of God, and other good Books 15 exact- 
ly the ſame. So that he may when he will 
put in for Letters of Adminiſtration in 
the Prerogative Court, and enter his 
Claim 'too with the Heralds : for every 
one will yieid him to be the next of kin 


to that Author or let him but produce 


his own Writings, .tis Evidence fuikicient,

His fhrfſt Proof-picce was in 
theycar 1665. the Textamina Phyſico theo- 
logica: a tedious tranſcript of his Com- 
mon place Book, wherein there is: very 
little of his own, but the arrogance and 
the unparallel'd cenſoriouſneſs that he ex- 
erciſes overall other Writers, beſide his 
undutiful inveying even then then againſt 
the Veſicles of ehr Earth for meer bubbles, 
as he did ſhortly after againſt his Fathers 
"Memory, and in his Mothers preſence be- 
fore ſeveral witneſſes, for a couple of 
whining Phanaticks, However he accoun- 
ted it aſafe Book, on all ides, it being 
of ſo trite and confeſſed an argument, that 
few judicious men would read it to exa- 
mine the errours: and*- in fo: rough 
and fcabbed a Latize, that a.man'mulſt 
have long nails, and thoſe ſharper 'than 
ordinary , to diſtinguiſh betw ixt the 
Skinand the Diſeaſe, the Faults and the 
Grammar.  Toomit his uſual votame and 
circumference of periods; which though 
he takes always to be his chiefeſt ftrength, 
yet indeed, like too great a Line, weakens 
the defenſe, and requires too many- men 
: | to 
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to make it good. But the cauſe being, 
againſt Atheiſm, he was ſecure that none 
would attaque him. For whether there 
be any Atheiſts is ſome controverhie, and 
he is Compurgatorfor moſt of 'm: or if 
there be ſuch, yet they know the Baſtions 
are all undermined and they ſhould be 
blown up as ſoon as enter'd. . But let him 
ſhew me any Atheiſt that he hath reduced 
by his Book, unleſs he may pretend to have 
converted {ome ( as in the old Florentine 
Wars ) by meer tyring them out, and 
perfe& wearineſs. In this Treatiſe how- 
ever it was difficult for him to have hed- 
gcd in the Non-conformiſts : only here 
and there he ſprinkles a glittering ore, to 
give hopes of a vet underneath of ſuch 
metal as might by a skilful hand be foun- 
ded into any figure 3 and having ſhown as 
he thought ſufficiently that he beliey'd 
there was a God, he imagind that thence- 
forward, write what, and againſt whom 
he would, it might paſs as indiſputably 3 
that all would be current which paſt his 
Touch-ſtone that as his Predeccflor M:- 
das turned into Gold whatſoever he 
touched, ſo every thing by his handling 
ſhould be tranſmuted to Orthodoxy. 


When he had Cook'd up theſe muſty Cel- 
D ledai- 
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fe&ions, he makes his firſt invitation to 
his old Acquaintance my Lord Arch-biſhop 
of Canterbury, who had never feen before 
nor heard of him. But I muft confeſs 
he furbifhes up his Grace info glorious an 
Epiſtle, that, had not my Lord been long 
fince proof againſt the moſt Spiritual Flat- 
tery, the Dedication only without ever 
xeading the Book, might have ſerved to 
have fx'd him from that inftant as his Fa- 
vourite. Yet all this I perceive did not 
his work, but his Grace was ſo unmindful, 
or rather ſo prudent, that the Gentleman 
thought it neceſſary to ſpur up again the 
next year with another new Book to ſhow 
more plainly what he would be at. This 
hededicates to Doctor Bathurſt, and to 
evidence from the very Epiſtle, that he 
was ready to renounce that very Educati- 
on the Civility of which he is ſo tender of 
as to blame me-for diſordering it, he picks 
occalion to tell him: to yorrr prevailing ad- 
wiſe, Sir, do T owe my firſt reſcue from the 
Chains and Fetters of an unhappy Educa- 
zi0n9, But inthe Book which he calls, 2 
free and impartial Cenſure of the Platonick, 
Philoſopby, ( cenſure 'tis ſure to be what- 
foever he writes ) he ſpeaks out, and de- 
monftrates himſelf xeady and equipp'd to

tor them, and to appear forthwith himfelf 
in the head of the contrary Intereſt. 
Which ſuppoſing the difpute to be juſt, 
yet in him was ſo mercenary, that none - 
would have deſcended to act his part but a 
Divine of Fortune. And even Lawyers 
take themſelyes excuſed from being of 
Countel for the King himſelf, in a Cauſe 
where they have been cntertain'd and in- 
{tracted by their Client. But fo flippant 
he was, and forward in this Book, that, 
m deſpight of all Chronology, 11 
he could introduce Plato to in. © * - 6 « 
vey againſt Calvin, and from Ay "Sp 
the Platoniques he could mira- ;

Non.conformiſts. After this feat of a&tis.

fbold with him. And nevertheleſs, it 
being ſo neceſſary to repreſent him: in his 
own likeneſs, that it may =zppear what he 
is to others, and to himſelf, if poſſibly 
be might at laſtcorre& his indecencies, I 
have not committed any fault of tile, nor 
even this tediouſneſs, but in his imitation. 
T have not uſed any harſh expreſſions but 
what were ſuitable to that Civility of 
Education which he pradiſcs, and that 
Gravity of Profeſſion which he hath ſet 
up of : and even therein I have taken care, 
beſide what my nature hath taken care for,

And yet with- 
all that it hath been thus far the odiouſ- 
eſt task that ever IT undertook, and has 
lookd to me all the while like the cruelty 
of a Living Diſſection, which, however 
it may tend to publick inſtruction, and 
though I have pick'd out the moſt noxious 
Creature tobe anatomiz'd, yet doth ſcarce 
excuſe or recompence the offenſivenels of 
the {cent and fouling of my fingers.

The laſt is not to think that Fam any ſuch 
old Acquaintance as he claims, to'infinuate 
me of dif-ingenuity, for of our acquait- 
tance I ſhall give account hereafter. 


"Hatwhich gave me the firſt occaſton 


of Writing was, as T have ſaid for- 
merly, his third Crambe, of the ſame

vited, with the more magnificence. Nay, 
ſofar did he carry on this humour, that 


-*tis ſaid, had he not been prevented, he 


de- 
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defign'd to have made this race-horfe 
Conſul, as fit however for that Office. as 
his Maſter to be Emperor. What pity *tis 
Mr. Bayes, that you did not live in that 
fortunate age, when deſert was ſo well re- 
warded and underſtood, when preterments 
were ſo current! Certainly one of your 
Heels and Mcttle would quickly have ar- 
rived to be ſomething more then an Arch- 
Deacon. If an Horſe had ſo great a Court, 
and fo rich Furniture, and food fo fair 
for Election, what might not ſuch an one 
as you have expected!

I - 


haveſome'ſuſpition that you would have 


men underſtand it of yourſelt, and that" 
youare that - Necetfity: ''For what cit'-

; fokate and Unlimited- Power to Princes; - 
, who. have--made- Nature: pt&cxiſtent-to- © 
Saviour, and pre-eminent, and have 
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therefore forced him to ſubſcribe to its 
dictates, and confirmits grants, though 
to his own derogation and prejudice, who 
have obligedProvidence to diſpenſe Power 
to the Magiſtrate according to your good 
pleaſure, and herein have claim?*d to your 
ſelf that Univerſal Dictatorſhip of Neceſ- 
fity over God and Man, though it were 
but Clavi figendi cauſa, and to ſtrike 
thorow all Government, Humane and 
Divine with the great Hammer ? There 
is another which may be named the Ne- 
ceſlity of the Neck, or Caligzla's Necetl- 
ty, before {poke of; that is, that the whole 
body of the People ſhould have but one 
Neck. Doyou mean this ? for it is very 
uſeful and virtuous towards the attain- 
ment of Publick Tranguillity aud the ends 
of Government. A third is the Neceflity 
of the Calf,, which in this Caſe would be 
very confiderable to the Magittrate. For 
the Calves of the Legs being placed be- 
hind where they are altogether unuſeful, 
it were neceſlary in ſome mens ' opinion, 
to place the Calf rather before for de- 
fence, leſt men ſhould break, their Shins 
by. making more haſt then good ſpeed. 
You.- may ,then reckon Necellity of 
State, to which. in former times *twas 
oy be uſual

uſual to oppoſe Impoſſ1bility : and of kin 
to theſe 1s Neceſl:ty that has no Law, 
and that Neceſhity where the King loſes 
his Right, that is, when nothing is tobe | 
had. And laſtly, there is one- ſort of | 
men for whoſe ſake there is a common | 
Maxime elſtabliſh'd, that there is an Abſo= 
lute Neceility they thould have good Me- 
mories. LThave thus far gratiticd your 
indefiniteneſs by this enumeration that 
you may hence forward pick and chuſe a 
Necellity as you ſhall fee occation. And, 
in the mean time, that T may furniſh,you 
with a Chriſten-name as well as a Sir- 
name, and ſet you up for an Author, you 
may pleaſe henceforward to write your 
o Mr. Neceſſity Bayes. But though the 
eceflity you ſpeak of does more or leſs 
partake of all or moſt of thoſe I have 
mention'd, it ſeems to me rather reduci. 
- ble to that of the Calf. That is to ſay, 
You do hereby feem to imagine, that Pro= 
vidence ſhould have contrived all things 
according to the utmoſt perfeQion. or 
that which you conceive would have been 
moſt to your purpoſe, Whereas in the 
fhapeof Mans body, and in the frame of 
the world, there are many things indeed 
lyable to Objection, and which might 
I 3 have 


Do 
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have been betterif we ſhould give car to 
proud and curious Spirits. But we rrjuſt 
nevertheleſs becontent with ſuch bodies, 
and to inhabit ſuch an Earth as it- has 
pleaſed God to allot tis. And fo alſo% in 
the Government of the World, it were 
defirable that men mightlive in peepeciial 
Peace, in aſtate of good Nature; withs 
out Law or Magiſtrate, becauſe by the 
univerſal equity and reCtitude of manners 
they would be ſupertiuons. And had 
God intended it ſo, it would ſo haveſuc- 
ceeded, aud he would have {way'd 'and 
temper d the Minds and Aﬀections of 
Mankind, ſo that their Innocence: ſhould. 
have 'exprefled that of the Angels, and 
the Tranquility of his Dominion here be- 
low ſhould have reſembled that-/in Hea'- 
ven. Butalas! that Rate of -perfe&tion 
was diſfolv'd in the firſt Inftance, and was 
ſhorter liv'd than Anarchy, ſcarce of one 
days continuance. Andever lince the firſt 
Brother Sacrificed the other to Revenge, 
© becauſe his Offering was better accepted, 
Slaughter and War has made up half 
the baſincſs in the World, and oftentimes 
upon the ſame quarrel, and with like 
ſucceſs. So that as God has hitherto, 
inſtead of an Eternal Spring, »lianding 
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Screnity, and perpetual Sun-thine, ſab= 
je&cd Mankind to. the-giſmal influence 


_ of Comets fram above, -to Thunder, and 
_ Lightning, and Tempeſis from. the middle 


Region, and! from the; lower Surface, t0 


thexaging of the Seas, and the tottering 


of .Earth-quakes, beſide all other the 
innumerable _calamities -to- which hu- 
mane- life is expoſed, he has in like man- 
ner. difiinguith'd the Government of the 
World- by; the intermitting ſeaſons of 
Diſcord, War, -and publick "Diſturbance. 
Neither has he ſo order'd it only (as 


men endeavour to .expreſs it ) by meer

ence... The "Jews themlelves learnt. at 
laſt that *twas lawful to. tight a battel 
0n-the Sabbath-day, rather then ſubmit 
their. throats; to the Enemy 3 And hadall 


Sectaries been of the opinion of ſome 
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Anabaptiſts and others,that all War is un- 
lawtul, they would have afforded matter 
rather of derifton then diſturbance. ' Ne- 
vertheleſs it is moſt certain, that Tran- 
quility in Government 1s by all juſt means- 
to be ſought affer, and it might eaftly be 
 attain'd and preſerv'd, did thoſe that 
- pretend to 1t fincerely labour it. But 
- Men have oftentimes, as I have partly 
ſhowd youin your own: Dodrine,- other 
Ends of Government, and that to 'com- 
- paſs them require other Means then- will 
| conſiſt with fo ſpecious a Title. '- How 
ſhould ſuch perſons arriveat their deſigr'd 
- port, but by diſturbance? . for-if there 
' were a dead calm always, and the Wind

blame-worthy, you may have as fair hold 
of me too, if you can tind where to hx 
your Accuſation. 

The Power of the Magiſtrate does moſt 


certainly iſſue from the Divine Authority. |} 


The Obedience due to that Power is by 
Divine Command; and Subje&ts are 
bound both as Men and as Chriſtians to 


. obey the Magiſtrate Actively in all things 


where their Duty to God intercedes not, 
and however Pafhvely, that is either 'by 
leaving their Countrey, or if they cannot 
do that (the Magiſtrate or the reaſon of 
cheir own occaſions hindring them) then 
by ſuffering patiently at home, without 
gtving the leait publick diſturbance. © "But 
the Diſpute concerning. the Magiſtrates 
Power ought tobe ſuperfluous: for that 
it is certatnly founded upon his Commil= 
hon from God, and for the maſt part ſuf> 
fictently fortihed with all hnmane advan- 
tages. Thereare few Soveraign Princes 
fo Cn oy but thaf, if they he not 
contented, they may envy their own For- 
tune. Bit the modeſter Queſtion (C if 
men will needs be medling with matters 
above them ) would be how far it is ad- 
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vilable for aPrincetto'exert and-puſh the 
Tigour'of that Power which- no man'ican 
deny. him 3 For Princes, as- they: derive 
\che Right of Succethon from their Ance- 
Hors, {o' they: inherit - from thaF ancient: 
and /iHhiftrious <xtraction a' Generotity 
that runsin the blood above the: allay ot 
[therelt of mankind. And -being-mote-. 
. aver at fo much eaſe of Honour and For-- 
tune, that theyare free from the -Gripes. 
of :Avarice and Twinges-of : Ambltion,

What Prince that ſees fo many-millitons

For. though 
Princes: are not, : as kn {ome-barbarous 
parts of the world,” {worn as twere upon. 


the. 
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the Almanack,. and violate theinCorone- 
tion Oath, unleſs the {calons of the Year + 
be very,punctual, yect©(abating ouly tor + 
any. extraordinary accident from Heaven.) 
they-arereſponſible to him that gave them 
their Commithon'for the happincſs or 1n- 
telicity.of 'their Subjects during the texm 
of their Government.

Ing, to Governors, there. .is. not-any {0 
proper and certain way of attaining it 
as by this ſoftneſs of handling. . It men 
do but compute how charming an efhcacy 
one Word, and more one good Adion 
has from a Superior upon thoſe nnder him, 
it can ſcarce be xeckon'd how Powerfal a 
Magick there is in; a Prince who. ſhall.by 
a conſtant tenour of humanity. in Go-- 
vernment go on daily gaining, upon the 
affections of his People.

The Power of Princes 
is not improperly reſernbled and derived 
down by Paternal Authority, and that 
which a Maſter hath in his Family : and 
in the 6th. to the Epheſians, where the 
rules are given of domeſtick obedience, 
yet both Parents are forbid too from pro- 
voking their Childrex to wrath; and Maſters 
that they do not threaten their Servants. 
Indecd although Chriſt did:not affame an 
earthly and vitibl? Kingdom, yet he by 
the Goſpel gave Law'toPrinces and Sub- 
je&s,obliging all mankind to ſuch a peace- 
able and gentle frame of Spirit as yo 
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' be the greateſt and moſt laſting ſecurity 
to Government, rendring, people t raCta- 
| bleto Saperiors, and the' Magittrate not 
* grievous in the exercite of his Dominion. 
- And he knew very well that without de- 
'throning the Princes of the World at 


- preſent, yet by the' conſtant preaching - 


of that benevelous and amiable Doctrine, 
* by the afflimilating and charitable Loye 
"of the firſt Chriffans and by their 
\fHignal patience under all their fufferings 
"and torments,” all oppoſition would be 
: worn . out, - and all Princes ſhould 
*make place fox. a Chriſtian Empire.

fincerity and' devotion of the; Teachers, 


joyned with their abſtinence: ella riches 
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porals : . neither could any plenty then 
ſeent envious, when the Donors ſaw 
thetn to bz Ty good Stewards .of what 
thcy gave them, converting little to their 
6wn profit, but diſpenfing ; the molt part 
to piotis and charitable uſes. But in 
thoſe days Venenum, as 'twas (aid, 
fuſftm et Ecclefie, and Religion 4 a 
brought forth Riches, the Daughter de- 
vourcd the Mother.

In concluſion, they. let the 
rcins looſe to their own Covetouſnels, 
Ambition, Pride, Ignorance, Formality, 
and Contentions : and could never take 
up again. Infomuch that well-nigh ever 
lince it has been more then half the buſt- 
neſs of Princes to regulate the brabbles 
and quarrels that have been unneceſſarily 
ſow'd by ſome of the Clergy and they 
have brought the World to that pals that 
indeed it cannot longer ſubfift then 
Kings ſhall have and exerciſe an Eccleſi-

| which endalthough they had accumulated 


the wealth of moſt Kingdoms into their

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own Coffers.and graſped at all Jurisdic&” 
on, as oft as there was any fcar.of a.;Rc- 
formation, they have. becn, very liberal 
again of Power and Treaſure to diſpoſe 
and inable the Magiſtrate to War and Vio- 


lence, There haye never becn wanting | 


among them ſuch as would {ct the, Magi- 
ſtrate upon the Piunacle of the Temple, 
and ſhowing him all the Power, Wealth, 

and Glory of the Kingdoms of the Earth, 

have profter'd the Prince all ſo he would 
be terpted to fall down & worthip: them. 
So that the Eccleliaftical Wiſdom: has re- 
{cmbled that after the Deluge, which. ha- 
ving once waſh'd the World clean from 
that filth of Luxury and Impiety that it 
had in ſo long a time been contracting, 

men thought it wonderful] Politick,inſtcad 
of truſting to Gods promiſe, and follow- 
ing Righteouſneſs the only ſecurity againſt 
Gods judgments; to erect.an impreguablc

You ſay it ſhould have been taus |

there runs a repitition of this matter of 
Aarcellinns,and others of leſs conſequence, 
trough the whole Reproof, But, Mr. Bayes, 
this buſineſs 1s not yet ended thus : I will 
fave your poorixg til the day of Fragment, 
and help you to a Fifth Epiitle of St. Aſt: 
too to Afarcellinnus, Take the Edition 
Lnoduni, Anno 1561. and whereas you 
ſay that (2s fortune wou'd have it ) St, Au- 
tin never writ but four Epiſtles to Warcel- 
linus ; this is but your uſual misfortune, to 
hamper your ſelt worſe when you would 
diſ-intangle your own errours. For his 5th. 
7th, 158th, and 159th. are his four Ept- 
itles to Aarcellinus, But you. will tind 
there p, 1080, and 222d. Epiſtle, which is 
a fifth to the ſame perſon, It 15 noted fo 
all along in the head of the pages, and the

in aliquibis obſcura eff (but not fo obſcure

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but you might have diſcerned it.) 
Rep.p.19s, You fay you find none of the 
Won-Conformiſts dirty Thumb- 
Nails in Patrons Library. But have not 
you, nor your poor Le-f-turners liberty to 
peruſe the Volumes 2 Or is there a pecu- 
liar Reverence due to the Books in that 
place that no man does or may touch them? 
Or have you loft all your credit too apud 
Jo. Shirley iz parva Britanni and 1s the 
Pelican grown hard-hearted? Could you 
but have reckon'd your five fingers you had 
not miitaken, But this proceeds from your 
bragging of Books(ſo uſual with you)which 
you have not the patience to read over no 
more than your own; or having caft your 
eye on the Jndex you imagine you have 
read the Authour, for indeed here the 7z- 
dex points but at four Epiſtles, but the Pol- 
lex would have made them five. 
The other paſſage of yours, and 
Rep. from laſt which I purpoſe to recom- 
P- .42- 77 mend to the Reader, is indeed ac- 
= 48 companyed with many extraor- 
dinary circumſtances. It is not that wherein 
you accuſe your Anſwerer to have given 
their degrees to Oliver and Treton at Ox- 
ford, though it is notoriouſly known that 
it was a Fiſhop yet living who PRrnEng 
tnat 
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that Ceremony. That is an untruth too 
fender to be taken notice of in a Book ſo 
pregnant as the Reproof, But it is the whole 
hinge it ſeems whereupon your deſign of 
writing has turned. For upon occaſion of 
2 certain Declaration publiſhed, as you 1n- 
form, after rhe Cheſhire inſurrettion,which 
you afhrm to have been ſubſcribed by your 
Anſwerer,and which you have kept in deck 
until this ſeaſon; You pretend that you have 
dealt fo roundly, as you call it, with hitn 
and the Party, and me too. Happy had 
it been, for me that you had once under- 
food how to ſpeak truth, For had you not 
writ /o roundly ; I had never intermeddled 
in theſe matters, and ſo the Reproof too had 
been ſpared. However I have gain'd here- 
by ſo much learnins as to know what 1s the 
Figure of Falſhood, It ſeems 'tis Circular, 
and in your phraſe, to ſpeak roxnaly ; and 
you have {tretch'd it fo till it is VUz-boop- 
able, But I therefore ſhall anſwer you 
{quare. It is known, and ready to be proved 
by thouſands, that the Declaration men- 
tion'd was not writ by vour Anſwerer, nor 
any of his party ; but by the Fifth-monar- 
chy men, and its effect vented it ſelf in that 
wild inſurrection of Yeznor, You your 
ſelf, although you were not of ſo. high a diſ- 
penſati- 
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penſation, yet were at that time of Ape 
ſufticient, and ſtirring enough in your little 
Sphere to have underſtood it rightly. But 
[tis a grievous thing to forego a falihood 
thats ſerviceable to the great deſign ; and 
the Ends of your publick Government will 
at leaſt, excuſe if not kallow, the moit Or- 
bicular untruth. Hence it was that youu were 
fo forward to publiſh that book of Baxter 
Baptized in Blood, And hence now it 1s 
that, as your laſt reſerve of ſlander and Ma- 
lice, as you. had effayed in the Preface to 
Biſhop Bramball, you throw this upon the 
bogy of the Non-conformiits, upon me too, 
and your Anſwerer, Yet. neither is this 


Declaration ſo mad as that which you have 


pen'd, p. 64,6566. of your Reproef,in the 
itile and name of His Majelty, with a bold- 
neſs of which I think no Age can bring a 
Parallel, But ſeeing neither that of Baxter, 
nor t hisattempt upon your Anſwerer and 
the Party, has had that bad effect which 
probably you had propoſed, I ſhall not ag- 
Sravate it further ; but appeal to all Men; 
whether the world be well uſed, when ſuch 
railing books, grounded upon voluntary 
and ſuborn'd ſuggeſtion and forgery, ſhall 
by publick Licence invade mens quiet, and 
diſturb their modeſty, and ſtir up a tumult 
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of writing ; and yet, it any man ſhall but 
open his mouth to the contrary, and m de- 
fence of common ingenuity, the ſame per- 
ſon that invented or Licenſed the falſhood, 
ſhall have the priviledge likewiie to prohi- 
bit the Truth and the Diſcovery. Only, 
Mr. Zayes, foraſmuch as you do here avow 
that it was upon this occaſion that you cal- 
led for Signal Marks, Ackrowled? ments, 
Recantations, QC. and ſeeing this occaſion 
chances to be no occaſion, pray learn hence- 
forward to he ſomething more deliberate in 
your railing again{t the Non-contormiits, 
Perhaps if you would uſe your incompara- 
ble Szada, and move them to Repentance 
in a Theological and Chriizitan Language , 
they might be prevailed with. For truly it 
does befit all that have been acceſſory to 
the late mifchiefs and crimes, to walk with 
creat innocence and mudelity, though after 
the State has ſet them right, the Church can- 
not of- right, as you would have it, demand 
another Allegiance. But to think, that rai- 
lins will do the work, or for men to hear 
tnemſelves calied Trayrors, Villains, Schiſ- 
waticks, Hereticks, and to have ail man- 
kind-preach'd and hurangu'd up to extitpate 
tiem, for meer Non-conformity ; and.this 
by ſuch a perſonas you (which makes their 
ſufke- 
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ſufferins more infainous and odious to 
them) and for you to perſwade them that 
all this is wholſume for them and the good 
of their Souls, and that therefore they 
ſhould recant in your hands, 1t is jult as if 
Rabſhekab ſhould pretend, when he threat- 
ned the men of Feruſ: lem they ſhould drinl: 
their own Piſs, that he preſcribed them a 
remedy for the Scurvy. Pray do but try 
a little Mr. Bayes, for experiment how you 
your ſelf could away with this Recanting ; 
it you were to diſgorge all you had ſwal- 
lowed, and ſwallow all you had diſgorged, 

it would make you Itrow look very fim- 
ply, and cait you into a Fit worſe then of 
the Afiſerere or the Iliack Paſſion, Were 
you to recant all your falſe Doctrines, all 
your profanations of Scripture, all your 
Bear-garaen and Billings-cate Railing and 
Scolding ; Nay, were you to recant (and 
in good Conſcience you ought to reiund ) 
for your ettate got by Plunder, and Seque- 
{tration and High-Court of Juſtice, Were 
Tyou to recant for all the Circles, Semictr- 
cles, Complements, and Segments in the 
iReproof ; Were you but to refund to your 
Book-ſeller, for all thoſe books that you 
were fain to give away to diſperſe them,and 
for that mutual Gratification , which you 
were 
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were not aſham'd, notwithſtanding all your 
Dignities, to pillage him of before he could 
pay his Printer : I doubt the leaſt of theſe 
would come off with an ill grace, and 
twould go very hard-and aukwardly with 
you. But, becauſe this may be too ſevere, 
you have here ſolemnlyproteſted that if your 
Anſwerer can convitt you of any one Forge- 
7y, it ſhall not ſuffice to ask, him forgiveneſs 
upon your knees, but you will make him a 
publick, Recantation. This thing of the De- 
claration , that it was ſubſcribed by your 
Anſwerer, 1s a notorious and convict Forge- 
ry. Therefore do but now g0 to him, and 
kneel down on your knees, and ask his bleſ- 
ling, and make but a private Recantation , 
and I will fay you are ſo far an honeſt man. 
And now being ſo near a period I cannot 
but gratulate my good fortune, rather than 
my wiſdom, that I have travelled ſuch an 
Author through with no more extravagancy 
'Tis ſome kind of deliverance to have found 
my way ſo well when I was to follow an 7z- 
nis Faturs, Had he thought fit to make 
uſe of my admonition, there had been no 
occaſion for this intercourſe. But ſeeing 
he has choſen it, I hope there are few per- 
ſons of Candor who need ſtrain their inven- 
tion to ſupply my excule; it being more 
| calic 
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eaſic to juititie to others, than to delight my- 
ſelf with this kind of writing. And amongt 
the moſt Eminent, I hope my Lord Arch- 
biſhop. will not ( if this be the man Itake 
him 3 miſinterpret me. But. that as he: 
was once pleaſed to thank me, and ackiow- 
ledge that I had dene good ſervice to the 
Church in detecting to him another Dottor 
ſo eficctually, that he voluntarily ſubſcribed. 
never to come more within- any'Pulpit, al- 
though he is fince puniſhed with a Living of 
Three hundred pounds a year: ſo now his 
Grace will not take itill that I have alſo diſ- 
covered this man to. him, the Tenure of 
whoſeDivinity 1s per Saltur, Sufflum, & 


Pettum:; and whoſe Purſe and Conſcience, - 


being link'd with the ſame Tyes, do make 
together theperfect Character of an, cc. 
What remains, Mr Bayes, 1s to ferve in 
your Bacon, but becauſe I wouid do it to 
the beit advantage, I ſhall aid ſomething 
elſe for your better and more eaſic digelt1- 
on. The fir{t ſhall be your 4mminus Mar- 
cel. whom 1f-you had, as I adviſed you, bit 
ofi at both ends, he could not probably 
have moleſted you. But in the 27 r4. book, 
having deſcribed the contention of Daz1aſzes 
and Vrficinws for Eccleſtaitical : preemi- 
nence, he adds; Theſe kinda of ten ought 
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irdeed to be moſt ſharply reprehended, who 
having obtained what they covet, are ſecure 
to beeenriched with the offerings of the La- 
aies, and rowle about in Coaches, curiouſly 
areſt up, aud eat more delicately then Prin- 
ces; whereas they might be trulyhappy, if 
negletting the Grandeur and Oftentation of 
the City, which they makg an excuſe for 
their Vices , they would wnttate 1n their 
manner of living, ſuch Country Prelates;
